The Antiaircraft Artillery School 


A® a natural consequence of the tre- 
mendous emphasis placed on air 
power by all combatants in the past war, 
a prompt and vast expansion in Antiair- 
craft development and instruction be- 
came necessary when this country en- 
tered the conflict. 

Originating as a series of courses with- 
in the Coast Artillery School at Fort 
Monroe, Va., shortly after the end of the 
First World War, the science of anti- 
aircraft progressed slowly and without 
emphasis until 1938 when there began an 
expansion in both personnel and scope of 
courses. This movement gathered mo- 
mentum until the limited facilities of 
the Coast Artillery School could-not han- 
dle the tremendous numbers of skilled 
Antiaircraft Artillery personnel required. 
Hence a separate Antiaircraft Artillery 
School was set up early in 1942 at Camp 
Davis, N. C. Eventually it reached a peak 
of 20,000 personnel engaged as staff, fac- 
ulty, and student body. In October, 1944, 
the School moved to Fort Bliss, Tex., 
where there existed greater facilities for 
firing ranges. 

Still one of the youngest of our service 
institutions, the Antiaircraft Artillery 
School can already point with pride to 
its record of achievement. Its more than 
60,000 graduates include 18,000 officers 
of the Army, Navy, Marine Corps, and al- 
lied countries, 25,000 officer candidates, 
and 17,000 enlisted men, who have car- 
ried to all parts of the world the latest 
doctrine and information on Antiaircraft 
tactics, materiel, and technique. 

That the Antiaireraft Artillery met 
with success throughout the war was 
largely attributable to the efforts of the 
Antiairecraft Artillery School. When the 
sneak strike was made at the Hawaiian 
Islands, followed so closely by the attack 
on the Vhilippines, the Antiaircraft Ar- 
tillery had but few personnel and wea- 
pons. What materiel we did have was 
obsolete, but it was this materiel, manned 
by stubborn fighters, and used according 
to our pre-war Antiaircraft Artillery doc- 
trine, that achieved such remarkable re- 
sults against the Jap aircraft over Cor- 
regidor. By the time of the North Afri- 
can landings, however, great strides had 
been made in both tactical doctrine and 
materiel. Materiel, including radar, was 
being produced in quantity, and self-pro- 
pelled automatic weapons were on their 
way to being adopted. Some of our out- 
Standing “Missions Accomplished”  in- 
cluded an automatic weapons man who 
shot down three out of four enemy air- 
craft attacking his convoy, a gun bat- 
talion that destroyed eleven planes of a 
thirteen plane raid, and a port defense 
that prevented three raids in one night 
from dropping a single bomb within the 
target area. The Antiaircraftsman does 
not restrict himself to shooting at air- 
planes, however. As the enemy air forces 
became weaker, Antiaircraft Artillery 
Was used more and more for terrestrial

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Navy Personnel Bill 

Setting aside a House-approved meas- 
ure that would have allowed 40,000 offi- 
cers for. the post-war Navy, the Senate 
this week passed a bill calculated to meet 
the Navy's immediate needs for additional 
officers by authorizing an increase in the 
number of line officers in the Regular 
Navy from 12,760 to 23,760, and in the 
Marine Corps from 2,552 to 5,552. 

The new bill, described in the Senate 
Naval Affairs committee report as an 
“interim” measure, would permit the 
President to change the status of Reserve 
and temporary officers either on active 
or inactive duty, who demonstrated dur- 
ing the war their fitness for the naval 
service and who desire to fill existing 
needs of the Navy and marine Corps. 

With appproval of the bill, 8.1907, the 
Senate followed committee action in 
shelving for the time being H.R.4421, 
which would have established the perma 
nent authorized enlisted strength of the 
Navy at 500,000 men and 40,000 line offi 
cers with proportionate increases in Ma 
rine Corps and staff corps officers. This 
had been approved by the House on 4 
December 1945, but had not been cleared 
by the Bureau of the Budget. Advice of 
the President was that further action on 
the House bill should be deferred until 
a later date when the need for officers 
could be determined more accurately, and 
the committee concurred. 

Immediate passage of the new “in- 
terim” proposal was urged by the Naval 
Affairs Committee, in order that trans- 
fers to the Regular Navy may be effected. 
Many officers, the committee reported, 
are withdrawing their applications for 
commissions in the Regular Navy because 
of present limitations on officer strength 
which prevent Navy Department approval 
of their requests. This bill would permit 
the Navy to go ahead with its plans of 
transferring officers to the Regular Navy. 

At the same time, the committee went 
on record with the ovinion that the “Regu-

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Army Needs 1,070,000 
Men After July, 1947 


A candid picture of the need for a 
strong National Defense in a world in 
turmoil was put before the House Com- 
mittee on Military Affairs this week by 
Secretary of State Byrnes, Secretary of 
War Patterson, General of the Army 
Dwight D. Eisenhower, Chief of Staff, 
and General Carol Spaatz, commanding 
general Army Air Force. 

In a two-hour closed conference the 
committee members heard a frank expo- 
sition of world affairs and the imperative 
need for a sound defense if the United 
States is to maintain its position and 
obligations. 

Members of the committee, who hith- 
erto have shown little disposition to ex- 
tend the selective service act, to author- 
ize the peacetime draft, or to grant au- 
thority for a sizeable regular establish- 
ment, were apparently impressed by the 
stark picture presented to them. 

In addition to the extension of the war- 
time draft, the military leaders told the 
committee that they will need an Army of 
1,070,000 officers and men from 1 July, 
1947, until all foreign occupational com 
mitments have been discharged. This, 
they declared, is the minimum require- 
ment. 

The air arm would constitute 400,000 
of the total, General Spaatz said. 

While nothing was said publically as 
to the need for officers, it is estimated 
that if the projected strength were 
granted about 100,000 officers would be 
required. Thus, the 25,000 officers now 
authorized for the Regular Army would 
be only a starter. 

While the testimony was in executive 
session the following official statement 
was issued: 

Personal Requirements 

“Secretary of War Patterson, together with 
General of the Army Dwight D. Eisenhower 
and General Carl Spaatz, today presented 
to the Congress the Army's personnel re- 
quirements for the Army, including the Air 
Forces, that will be needed as of 1 July 1947 
and thereafter as long as we have occupa- 
tion forces overseas. 

“The Army’s planned strength for 1 July, 
1947, was announced as 1,070,000 officers and 
men, of whom 400,000 will be in the Air 


Forces. 
“This will require a reduction of almost 


500,000 from the 1 July 1946 Army of 1,- 
550,000. 
“Secretary of War Patterson outlined the 


tasks which the Army will face during the 
occupation period as follows: 

“1, The occupation in Europe, Japan and 
Korea. 

“2. The training of new 
long-service men overseas. 

“3. The maintenance of lines of commu- 
nication and supporting installations in the 
United States for the occupation forces. 

“4. The provision of forces which can be 
made available to the United’ Nations Or- 
ganization. 

“5. The maintenance of the key points in 
our national security structure, such as the 
Panama Canal, Alaska and the air bases 
along the approaches to the United States.

Protests Navy Budget 

The Budget for the Navy for 1947, 
which . President Truman sent to the 
House this week, was not approved by the 
Navy Department and falls considerably 
short of the Navy’s estimates for its 
minimum needs under present world con- 
ditions, Secretary Forrestal told the 
House Appropriations Committee on 13 
March. 

The Navy Secretary, in executive ses- 
sion, told the Appropriations Committee 
that $600,000,000 taken off estimates for 
the Fleet Plan will seriously hamper the 
operation of our sea power. In addition, 
while the budget carries funds for an 
“average” of 500,000. men, it actually 
means that the personnel will be reduced 
to 430,000 near the close of the year—a 
figure which the Navy considers inade- 
quate. 

Committee members told the ARMY AND 
Navy JourNAL that it was their opinion 
that the administration made cuts in the 
Navy to provide funds for civilian ac- 
tivities. They asserted, however, that it 
is their intention to restore the needed 
money to the end that the United States 
may have an effective sea force in ships, 
airplanes and men. 





Adm. Low’s Board Reports 

The Navy Board, headed by Rear Admi- 
ral Francis S. Low, to formulate post- 
war policy on promotions and retirements 
of officers has completed its studies and 
submitted its report to Vice Admiral Louis 
EP. Denfeld, Chief of the Bureau of Person- 
nel. 

Fleet Admirai Chester W. Nimitz, 
Chief of Naval Operations, revealed that 
the Board’s recommendations include 
determination of the total number of offi- 
cers necessary to make up the post war 
Navy, how they should be distributed in 
the grades, and a new basis of selection 
of officer promotions. The Chief of Naval 
Operations said he had not seen the re- 
port and therefore was unable to state 
what the new selective system would be. 

The Low Board held its final meeting 
on 15 March and it is understood that 
the full report was submitted immediately 
to Admiral Denfeld. Admiral Nimitz, 
meanwhile, assured newsmen that no time 
would be lost in seeking legislation to 
carry forward the recommendations. The 
Chief of Naval Operations said that there 
had been many Reserve officers which 
the Navy would have liked to have re- 
tained but who have gone back to civilian 
life because of the uncertainty surround- 
ing post war plans of the Navy. 


Generals’ Bill Signed 

President Truman yesterday signed the 
bill giving legislative authority for the 
appointment of five officers as brigadier 
generals of the Regular Army. These of- 
ficers, who would not otherwise be eligi- 
ble for such appointments, are: Lt. Gen. 
Hoyt 8S. Bandenberg, Lt. Gen. James H. 
Doolittle, Lt. Gen. Raymond S. McLain, 
Maj. Gen. Curtis E. LeMay and Maj. Gen. 
Lauris Norstad. 


The severest punishment, including death, 
will be demanded against persons caught pil- 
fering railroad cars and freight depots in 
the U. 8.

Churchill Discusses Officers 


Declaring that the only line of division 
between officers and other ranks should 
be “professional attainment,” Mr. Wins- 
ton Churchill on 9 March gave an interest- 
ing dissertation on Armed Forces in de- 
mocracies when he met with officers of 
the Army and Navy in the office of Secre- 
tary Patterson. 

Mr. Churchill emphasized the difficul- 
ties in democracies of keeping the art of 
war alive in peace times. He stressed the 
value of school and training. 

In his talk he said: 


Debt to Officers 

“The United States owes a debt to its of- 
ficer corps. In time of peace in this country, 
as in my own, the military profession is very 
often required to pass a considerable number 
of years in the cool shade. One of Marl- 
borough’s veterans wrote the lines, now 
nearly 250 years ago. 

‘God and the soldier we adore 

In time of danger, not before; 

The danger passed and all things righted, 

God is forgotten and the soldier slighted.’ 

“Undoubtedly the military profession in the 
great Western democracies, which wholeheart- 
edly desire peace, is one which has required 
great sacrifices from those who devote them- 
selves to it. All around them goes the busy 
exciting world of business and politics with 
all its varieties, but the officers frugally, 
modestly, industriously, faithfully pursue 
their professional studies and duties, very 
often for long periods at a time, without the 
public notice. That you should have been able 
to preserve the art not only of creating mighty 
armies almost at the stroke of a wand,—but 
of leading and guiding those armies upon a 
scale incomparably greater than anything that 
was prepared for or even dreamed of, consti- 


tutes a gift made by the Officer Corps of * 


the United States to their nation in time of 
trouble, which I earnestly hope will never be 
forgotten here, and it certainly never will be 
forgotten in the Island from which I come. 
You will, I am sure permit me to associate 
with this amazing feat, the name of General 
Marshall the creator of this Instrument of 
Victory. 
Relation of Officers to Ranks 

“I offer you gentlemen my most earnest con- 
gratulations on the manner in which, when 
the danger came, you were not found wanting. 
We talk a great deal about the future of 
armies and we are studying this matter across 
the ocean ourselves, and the relation between 
the officers and the other ranks. I speak not 
entirely as an amateur. I went through 5 
years of professional training at the begin- 
ning of my life, in those impressionable years, 
and I have had the good fortune to be in all 
the wars that Great Britain has been engaged 
in in one capacity or another during my life- 
time. We now have to choose very carefully 
the line of division between the officers and 
other ranks upon which authority should 
stand. There is only one line in my view, and 
that is professional attainment. The men have 
a right to feel that their officers know far 
better than they do how to bring them safely 
and victoriously through terrible difficult de- 
cisions which arise in war. And for my part 
as far as Great Britain is concerned, I shall 
always urge that the tendency in the future 
should be to prolong the courses of instruc- 
tion at the colleges rather than to abridge 
them. And to equip our young officers with 
that special technical professional knowledge 
which soldiers have a right to expect from 
those who can give them orders if necessary 
to go to their deaths, It is quite clear that 
class or wealth or favor will not be allowed 
in the modern world to afford dividing lines. 
Professional attainment, based upon pro- 
longed study, and collective study at colleges, 
rank by rank, and age by age—those are the 
title needs of the commanders of the future

Navy Ships for China 

Authority would be granted to the 
President, under H.R. 5356 passed last 
Tuesday by the House, to turn over to 
the Republic of China a total of 271 U.S. 
naval vessels and to make U.S. Navy 
officers and men available to train the 
Chinese to operate them. 

The measure would allow transfer, by 
gift, of ships no longer needed by the 
Navy but which are considered to be of 
inestimable value to China, whose needs 
include vessels for deportation of approxi- 
mately 2,000,000 Japanese, minesweeping, 
harbor maintenance and patrol, and move- 
ment of Chinese troeps along her own 
coast.

Navy Personnel Bill 
(Continued from first page) 
lar Navy will be benefited by obtaining 
a portion of its officers from sources 
other than the Naval Academy.” 

The new bill authorizes increases in 
officer strength as follows: 

Line, Regular Navy, 12,760 to 23,760; Marine 
Corps, 2,552, to 5,552; Medical Corps, 2,081 to 
3,781; Supply Corps, 1,531 to 3,231; Dental 
Corps, 640 to 1,215; Civil Engineer Corps, 
255 to 505; and Chaplain Corps, 253 to 528. 

The bill also authorizes appointment 
to warrant and commissioned grade or 
rank of any person who served in such 
capacity during World War II, and es- 
tablishes their temporary appointments 
at a precedence in line with the provisions 
of the Aviation Cadet Act and the Naval 
ROTC Act, in order that there will be no 
lowering in lineal positions of officers ap- 
pointed by authority of this act. 

A two-year limit on the processing of 
applications for transfer is imposed on 
the Navy department, which is authorized 
under existing law to retain Reserve ofli- 
cers on active duty during war or national 
emergency. 

In reporting the Senate bill, Senator 
Walsh, Chairman of the Senate Naval 
Affairs Committee, issued the following 
statement: 

Senator Walsh’s Statement 

“Senator Walsh, Chairman of the Senate 
Naval Affairs Committee, reported favorably 
to the Senate a bill, Senate 1907, authorizing 
the transfer to the regular Naval establish- 
ment the following number of temporary and 
reserve officers: line 11,000, medical and sup- 
ply corps 1,700 each, Dental Corps 575, Civil 
Engineer Corps 250, Chaplain Corps 275, and 
Marine Corps 3,000. 

“The Committee held extensive hearings on 
the House approved bill H.R. 4421 which 
fixed the size of the postwar Navy with respect 
to officers and enlisted personnel. Some mem- 
bers of the Committee felt final action on 
the House bill should be deferred until the 
atomic bomb tests were completed and the 
international situation became more clear; 
other members of the Committee felt that the 
House bill should be approved. Since the 
House bill had not been cleared by the Bu- 
reau of the Budget a subcommittee of the 
Senate Naval Affairs Committee visited the 
President to obtain his views. They learned 
that the President was not prepared to ap- 
prove House bill until he had considered the 
over-all budget requirements for the im- 
mediate future but that he would approve an 
ad interim bill authorizing the transfer of a 
limited number of reserve and temporary of- 
ficers to the regular establishment. The Com- 
mittee drafted the present bill, reported it 
favorably to the Senate and will urge its im- 
mediate adoption. Senate bill 1907 will permit 
the Navy Department to go ahead with its 
plans of transferring a limited number of re- 
serve and temporary officers to the regular 
establishment and final action on the House 
approved bill H.R. 4421 can be taken at a 
later date. 

“Under existing law the Navy Department 
is authorized to recruit up to 500,000 men in 
the Regular Navy during war or national 
emergency. They are also authorized to re- 
tain on active duty reserve officers during 
war or national emergency and to retain re- 
serve enlisted men until six months after the 
present war. 

“In view of the above it would appear that 
the Navy Department is in a position to main- 
tain reserve officers and men in the Naval 
establishment to meet its immediate needs in 
the postwar period.”

Sea Services Retirement Law 

The following sectional analysis of 
Public Law 305, under which new provi- 
sions were promulgated for the voluntary 
and involuntary retirement of officers of 
the regular Navy, Coast Guard, and 
Marine Corps, has been drawn up by the 
Navy Department for the guidance of 
those concerned: 

Under the provisions of this Act a method 
is provided for the reviewal of the records 
of officers leading to recommendations for 
the retirement of those whose records indi- 
eate their services cannot be further utilized 
effectively. During the war the laws gov- 
erning separation from the service by retire- 
ment, except in case of physical incapacity, 
generally were suspended either by the Con- 
gress or administrative action. Virtually all 
officers of the Naval Establishment whose 
service could be utilized in any capacity were 
employed during the combat stages of the 
present war. The stepped up tempo of naval 
and military life and the vigorous physical 
demands of modern warfare require that of- 
ficers should reach command rank earlier in 
their careers. 

Section 1 authorizes the Secretary of the 
Navy to appoint boards of officers to con- 
sider and recommend for retirement (1) Reg- 
ular Navy officers, line and staff, serving in 
the ranks of rear admiral and commodore; 
and (2) Regular Marine Corps officers serv- 
ing in the ranks of major general and brig- 
adier general. 

Senior Boards 

Section 2 provides that: 

(a) Boards established to consider rear ad- 
mirals and commodores shall consist of not 
less than five Regular Navy officers in ranks 
above that of rear admiral except that staff 
corps rear admirals may be appointed to the 
board for consideration and recommendation 
of staff corps officers for retirement. 

(b) Boards established to consider major 
generals of the Marine Corps shall consist of 
three Regular line officers of the Marine Corps 
serving in ranks above that of major general. 
If such officers are not available the deficiency 
shall be supplied by Regular line officers of 
the Navy above the rank of rear admiral. 

(c) Boards established to consider brigadier 
generals of the Marine Corps shall consist 
of five Regular line officers of the Marine 
Corps serving in ranks above that of brig- 
adier general. If such officers are not avail- 
able the deficiency shall be supplied by Reg- 
ular line officers of the Navy in or above the 
rank of rear admiral. 

Section 3 authorizes the Secretary of the 
Navy to convene boards to consider and rec- 
ommend for retirement Regular Navy and 
Marine Corps officers serving in the ranks of 
captain and below (Navy) and colonel and be- 
low (Marine Corps). The categories or groups 
of officers to be considered shall be specified 
in the precepts convening such boards. Mem- 
bers of such boards shall be senior in perma- 
nent rank to the permanent rank of any of- 
ficer under consideration. 

Section 4 provides that the recommendations 
of the boards convened pursuant to the fore- 
going sections shall be submitted by the Sec- 
retary of the Navy with his recommenda- 
tions to the President for approval or disap- 
proval in whole or in part. 

Section 5 provides that each officer recom- 
mended for retirement, on approval of the 
President, shall be placed on the retired list 
on the 1st day of such month as may be des- 
ignated by the Secretary of the Navy but 
in no case later than the Ist day of the seventh 
month after date of approval by the Presi- 
dent. 

20 yr. Officer Retirements 

Section 6 provides that any officer of the 
Regular Navy or Marine Corps, or Coast 
Guard, or tke Reserve components thereof, 
who has completed twenty or more years of 
active service including active duty for train- 
ing, at least 10 years of which are active com- 
missioned service, may upon his own applica- 
tion be placed upon the retired list on the first 
day of such month as the President may 
designate. 

Section 7 (a) provides that officers retired 
pursuant to the foregoing sections of this Act 
shall be placed on the retired list with the 
highest rank, permanent or temporary, held 
while on active duty, provided performance 
of duty in such rank has been satisfactory, 
with retired pay based upon the rate of 2% 
per centum of the active-duty pay with long- 
evity credit of the rank in which retired, 
multiplied by the number of years of service 
for which entitled to credit in computation 
of pay while on active duty, not to exceed a 
total of 75 per centum of the active-duty pay. 
A fractional year of six or more months shall 
be counted as a full year in the computation 
of the number of years service multiplied by 
2% per centum. Officers whose computation 
of pay on the active list is not based upon 
years of service shall receive 75 per centum 
of active-duty pay. If an officer’s service in 
the highest rank has not been satisfactory he 
shall be retired in the next lower rank, but 
not below his permanent rank, with retired 
pay based on such lower rank. 

(b) If an officer is entitled under any other 
provision of law to higher rank or higher 
retired pay than would accrue from this sec- 
tion nothing in this section shall deprive him 








of such benefits. 

(c) Except for other provisions of law 
granting benefits of higher rank or higher re- 
tired.pay, the highest rank in which such of- 
ficer served on or prior to 30 June 1946, (or, 
if a prisoner of war at any time during World 
War II, the highest rank to which such of- 
ficer was temporarily appointed pursuant to 
the provisions of the act approved 24 July 
1941) shall govern retirement for pay pur- 
poses, 

Retention of rank 

Section 8. Subsection (a) amends section 10 
of the Temporary Appointment and Promo- 
tion Act of 24 July 1941. As originally en- 
acted, that section allowed officers upon re- 
tirement or upon return to an inactive.status 
on the retired list to be advanced to the high- 
est rank in which they served satisfactorily 
on active duty, but with retired pay based 
only upon the rank in which retired. It had 
been construed as not permitting reserve of- 
ficers, except those on the retired list, to 
retain while in an inactive status their high- 
est active-duty temporary rank. 

Section 8 (a) of this act provides that upon 
termination of their temporary status, active 
list personnel of the Regular Navy and Ma- 
rine Corps shall assume their permanent rank, 
and that personnel of the retired list and of 
the respective reserve components (including 
Fleet Reserve and Fleet Marine Corps Re- 
serve) shall have, when returned to inactive 
status, the highest grade and rank in which, 
as determined by the Secretary of the Navy, 
they served satisfactorily under a temporary 
appointment, unless entitled to higher rank 
under other provisions of law. 

Personnel of the retired list returned to in- 
active status with a higher rank (as a result 
of temporary promotion while on active duty 
and satisfactory service thereunder) shall re- 
ceive retired pay based upon such higher 
rank. 

Active personnel of the Regular Navy (and 
Marine Corps) and personnel of the Fleet Re- 
serve and Fleet Marine Corps Reserve tem- 
porarily promoted while on active duty shall, 
when subsequently retired, if not otherwise 
entitled to the same or higher grade and rank 
or retired pay, be advanced to the highest 
grade and rank in which the Secretary of the 
Navy determined they served satisfactorily 
under temporary appointments and shall re- 
ceive retired pay computed at the rate pre- 
scribed by law and applicable to each 
individual case but based on such higher 
rank. 

Personnel in classes above set forth who 
were retired or released from active duty 
prior to approval of this act shall be entitled 
to the benefits of this section from the date 
of retirement or release to inactive duty. 

Return to active duty 

Personne! accorded higher rank hereunder 
and subsequently assigned to active duty 
shall be recalled to active duty in the grades, 
ranks or ratings with which they were re- 
tired or returned to inactive status, unless 
they are entitled under other provisions of law 
to higher grades, ranks or ratings. 

The highest rank in which an officer served 
on or prior to 30 June 1946, or if a prisoner 
of war during World War II, the highest rank 
to which temporarily appointed under this 
act, is the highest rank for retirement pay 
purposes under this section unless.he is en- 
titled to higher rank under other provisions 
of law or unless at time of retirement his 
permanent grade or rank is higher. 

(b) Section 7 of the Act of 30 June 1942 pro- 
vided that temporary appointments under au- 
thority of the Act of 24 July 1941, may con- 
tinue in effect during such period as the 
President shall determine, but not later than 
six months after 30 June of the fiscal year 
following the fiscal year in which the war or 
national emergency shall terminate. Section 
8 (b) of this act emphasizes that these pro- 
visions of law are not altered or amended. 

Section 9. This section provides that of- 
ficers of the Regular Navy or Marine Corps 
serving in a rank below that of fleet admiral 
shall be, upon reaching the age of sixty-two 
years, placed upon the retired list by the 
President with the highest rank held while 
on active duty with retired pay computed at 
the rate of 2% per centum of the active-duty 
pay with longevity credit of the rank with 
which retired, multiplied by the number of 
years of service for which entitled to credit in 
the computation of pay while on active duty, 
not to exceed a total of 75 per centum of the 
active-duty pay. A fractional year of 6 or 
more months shall be considered a full year 
in computing the number of years of service 
by which the rate of 2% per centum is 
multiplied. Officers whose computation of pay 
on the active list is not based upon years of 
service shall receive 75 per centum of active- 
duty pay. In the discretion of the President, 
the retirement of any such officer may be 
deferred not later than the date he becomes 
sixty-four years of age, but not more than 
ten such deférred officers may be on the ac- 
tive-list at any one time. No officer of the 
Navy or Marine Corps shall be placed upon 
the retired list under this section until the 
first day of the sixth month following the 
date of approval of this act or until he reaches 
retirement age pursuant to existing law prior 
to the date of approval of this act, which- 
ever is earlier. 

Applies te Coast Guard 
Section 10. This section makes the pro-

Gen. Wood Honored 


Brig. Gen. Robert B. Wood, USA-Ret., 
was presented with the Legion of Merit 
on 26 Feb. for 
“outstanding ser- 
vices to the 
Army Air 
Forces” during 
thewar. The 
presentation was 
made by Maj. 
Gen. Louis Craig, 
USA, at his 
headquarters in 
Chicago. 

The citation ac- 
companying the 
award stated 
that General 
Wood “rendered 
outstanding serv- 
ice to the Army Air Forces from Novem- 
ber 1942 to December 1945.” 

“Without regard for personal con- 
venience or compensation,” the citation 
stated, “he acted as a General Consultant 
and Advisor to the Commanding General 
in the reorganization of the supply func- 
tions of the Army Air Forces. He made 
two round-the-world flights to give ad- 
vice and counsel to Air Forces in all the- 
aters of operations. His unselfish service 
contributed in important measure to the 
success achieved by the Army Air Forces 
in the war effort.” 

General Wood inspected every air de- 
pot in the United States, spent some time 
at the headquarters of the Air Service 
Command at Patterson Field and with 
the Materiel Command at Wright Field, 
and made five trips abroad—one to Aus- 
tralia and New Guinea in the Spring of 
1943 inspecting the air bases going and 
coming, one trip with General Frank to 
England, North Africa and Italy in Feb- 
ruary of 1944, a trip around the world 
in the late Summer of 1944 taking in air 
bases in North Africa, the Persian Gulf, 
India, China, and Australia and New 
Guinea, another short trip leaving in De- 
cember 1944 to Pngland, France, and 
Italy, and a trip around the world with 
General Frank in April of 1945, visiting 
France, Germany;~Italy, the Persian 
Gulf, India, China, and the Philippines. 
Altogether General Wood covered about 
200,000 miles -by air in his various in- 
spection trips.

Section 11. The following subsections of 
this section repea! existing provisions’ of law 
inconsistent with the provisions of this act. 
(a) This subsection repeals section 18 and 
subsection (e) of seétion 15 of the act of 23 
June 1938. Said section 13 provides that if, 
in peacetime, the number of vacancies in the 
grade of rear admiral has been less than eight 
for any fiscal year, the Secretary of the Navy 
shall convene a beard to retire a sufficient 
number of rear admirals to create eight 
vacancies, Subsection (e) of section 15 of said 
act of 23 June, 1938, provides a similar pro- 
cedure whereby at least two vacancies shall 
be created in the grade of general officer of 
the line in the Marine Corps. 

(b) This subsection repeals section 1444 of 
the Revised Statutes as amended by the act 
of 29 August 1916 which provides that the re- 
tirement age of all officers of the Navy shall 
be 64 years. Section 2 of the act of 28 Janu- 
ary 1929, which provides that when any of- 
ficer of the Navy, including Dental Corps, 
and Marine Corps, below the rank of vice 
admiral attains the age of 64 years, he shall 
be retired by the President from active serv- 
ice is also repealed by this subsection. Sec- 
tion 6 of the Act of 30 June 1942, which au- 
thorized retirement in temporary rank held 
by officers below rank of vice admiral and 
lieutenant general who retired on reaching the 
age of 64 years, is likewise repealed. 

(c) Section 12 (e) of the Act of 23 June 
1938, which provides that a naval officer of the 
line upon completing 20 years of commis- 
sioned service, upon application and within 
the discretion of the President, may be re- 
leased to inactive duty and placed upon the 
retired list, is repealed. 

Section 12. Section 3 of this act is termi- 
nated on 30 June of the fistal year following 
the year in which the present war is declared 
ended either by Presidential proclamation or 
by resolution of Congress.

Gen. Maxwell Leaves G-4 Post 


Maj. Gen. Russell L. Maxwell has been 
relieved from duty as Assistant Chief of 
Staff, G-4, and assigned to duty at Army 
Air Forces Headquarters where he will 
be Air Ordnance Officer in the Office of 
the Assistant Chief of Air Staff-4. 

The Acting Assistant Chief of Staff, G- 
4, named is Maj. Gen. Stanley L. Scott, 
who comes to the post from duty as Di- 
rector of Plans and Policies, Headquar- 
ters, ASF. 

General Scott will probably remain as 
Acting Assistant Chief of Staff until such 
time as Lt. Gen. Leroy Lutes, now com- 
manding general of the Army Service 
Forces, assumes the staff position as “Di- 
rector,” at which time he will probably 
combine both the staff job and the task 
of administering the Army Service 
Forces. General Lutes is at present in 
the Pacific with Under Secretary of War 
Royall. 


RA Voluntary Enlistments 

Regular Army Voluntary enlistments 
passed the 600,000 mark as of 28 Feb- 
ruary, thus surpassing the strength of any 
volunteer army in history, Maj. Gen. Ed- 
ward F. Witsell, The Adjutant General, 
announced 12 March. 

“This remarkable figure, actually 600,- 
017, has been accomplished in the five 
months since the current recruiting pro- 
gram got under way last October when 
Congress passed the Armed Forces Volun- 
tary Recruitment Act of 1945.” General 
Witsell said. “It is an achievement un- 
paralleled in the history of this country 
or any other, and one of which the Ameri- 
ean people can well be proud.” 

A breakdown shows that 67.07% of 
those enlisting served in the Army of the 
United States during the war; 14.23% 
are men who had served in the Regular 
Army before the war; and 18.70% are 
young men from civilian life, who are 
serving in the Army for the first time. 
Of this latter group a majority are 17 
and 18-year-olds- who were too young to 
serve during the war. 


Gen. Echols to Civil Affairs 

Maj. Gen. Oliver P. Echols has been 
designated as Director, Civil Affairs 
Division, War Department Special Staff. 

General Echols, U. S. Assistant Deputy 
Military Governor for Germany, who has 
been Chief Assistant to Lt. Gen. Lucius 
D. Clay, Deputy Military Governor, 
United States Zone, Germany, will suc- 
ceed Maj. Gen. John H. Hilldring, recent- 
ly nominated to be Assistant Secretary of 
State. 
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Discharge of Army Officers 


The War Department promised this 
week that all Army officers with 24 
months of service as of 31 August 1946, 
—with the exception of Regular Army, 
Volunteer and Medical Department offi- 
cers, and officers in certain searce cate- 
gories—will be separated from the service 
or.en route home by that date. The in- 
structions, which were sent to all com- 
mands, are effective immediately and, 
where officers are surplus, they will be 
discharged with the least practicable de- 
lay. 

Approximately 47,000 non-volunteer 
male officers and 200 officers in the Wom- 
en’s Army Corps are eligible for separa- 
tion under the new program, which is the 
result of an Army-wide survey of the de- 
sires of all officers for retention on active 
duty. The survey revealed that there are 
a sufficient number of officers desirous of 
remaining on duty to enable the release 
of all non-volunteers with more than two 
years of service as of 31 August 1946. 
A total of approximately 10,000 non- 
volunteer officers with less than twoyears’ 
service will remain on active duty on 1 
September 1946. 

The computation of number of months 
service for each officer will include total 
honorable active commissioned or enlisted 
service, continous or interrupted since 16 
September 1940. 

It is expected that, after the projected 
separation, shortages will exist in the 
officer strength of certain branches of 
the Army Service Forces and correspond- 
ing overstrengths will remain in the Army 
Air Forces and Army Ground Forces. 
This condition will be rectified by calling 
for volunteers for transfer to Army Serv- 
ice Forces from among the overstrength 
branches of Army Air Forces and Army 
Ground Forces in the United States. 

In addition, authorization was given 
for return to active duty of qualified 
volunteer Reserve and National Guard 
Officers to fill position vacancies for tech- 
nical specialists not obtainable through 
transfers between commands. Those au- 
thorizations total 2,400, of which the 
Corps of Engineers, Quartermaster Corps, 
Signal Corps, and Transportation Corps 
were allotted 500 each, the Adjutant Gen- 
eral’s Department and Chaplain’s Corps 
100 each, the Judge Advocate General’s 
Department 50 and the Army Air Forces 
150 technical specialists in such service 
elements as Airways Communications 
Service. 

Searce-category officers — those with 
training in statutory renegotiation pro- 
ceedings, contract termination and prop- 
erty disposal, automatic-accounting-ma- 
chine supervisory officers and civil affairs 
and Military Government officers who are 
assigned to duty in occupied territories 
or are in training for such assignments,— 
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may be retained in the service six months 
beyond the date of eligibility for separa- 
tion if suitable replacements are not avail- 
able during the intervening period. 

The requirements of the occupational 
forces for officers with ability to translate 
foreign languages does not allow reduc- 
tion in the criteria for their separation at 
present. They will be released as soon as 
they become surplus and no longer needed 
provided they have at least 24 months’ 
service as of 31 August 1946. However, if 
necessary, commanders are authorized 
to retain until that date certain officers 
engaged in duties primarily requiring 
linguistic ability in foreign language pro- 
vided they have less than 42 months’ serv- 
ice. Completion of 42 months of service 
automatically entitles these officers to 
separation. 

The complete program for separation 
of Medical Department officers during the 
period February to June 1946 was an- 
nounced on 1 February and will remain 
in effect until 30 June. Under this pro- 
gram it is expected that all but about 
4,000 of the 41,000 doctors who were com- 
missioned from civilian life during the 
war will be separated by 30 June 1946 
and that approximately one-fourth of 
these will be volunteers for retention in 
the service. These criteria provide for 
separation of doctors and dentists, ex- 
cept for a few scarce medical specialists, 
on a point score of 60, age limit of 45 
years, er 39 months of active duty as of 
30 June 1946. Other male commissioned 
personnel are eligible with 60 points, 42 
years of age, or 39 months of active serv- 
ice as of 30 June. Nurses are to be released 
with 25 points, 30 years of age, or 18 
nronths of active duty as of 30 June, 
and physical therapists and dietitians 
become eligible with 25 points, 30 years 
of age, or 24 months of active duty as 
of 30 June.

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Navy Budget 


The 1947 Navy Budget, submitted to 
Congress this week by President Truman, 
requests appropriations for the Naval 
Service amounting to $3,725,000,000 cash, 
and $275,000,000 in contract authoriza- 
tions. 

A White House statement, issued when 
the budget was made public on 8 March, 
describes briefly the President’s plans for 
an average naval strength of 500,000 en- 
listed men, a Marine Corps of 100,000 men, 
an estimated 59,880 officérs, and other 
budgetary provisions that would check 
construction not already begun, but en- 
courage continued research and mainten- 
ance. 

Although the exact number of ships to 
be allowed under the President’s budget 
was not made known, an appropriation 
of $275,000,000 is proposed for new planes, 
and authorization would be granted for 
the operation of 480 transport planes of 
VR squadrons, for the Naval Air Trans- 
port Service, fleet utility squadrons and 
administrative uses at air stations; 472 
passenger-carrying utility type VJ and 
VJM planes ; and 217 non-passenger carry- 
ing utility craft for towing targets, ob- 
servation and spotting. 

With the Navy scaled down almost to 
peacetime proportions by the start of the 
fiscal year, marked decreases will be 
forthcoming for almost all administrative 
bureaus in the Navy Department, while 
emphasis shifts to research and training. 
A total of $227,000,000 is requested for 
research and development, and a stepped- 
up program of education is apparent in 
increases requested for the Naval War 
College, the Naval Academy, and, on 
five-to-one proportions over 1946, for the 
Naval ROTC program already established 
in 50 colleges. 

The new budget would also provide for 
an increase, by one million dollars, for the 
operation and conservation of Naval Pe- 
troleum Reserves. 

The anticipated increase in civilians 
is shown in requested increases in Navy 
Department budget figures: Office of the 
Secretary, $393,500 to $5,070,000; Bureau 
of Naval Personnel, $678,500 to $3,902,000 ; 
Bureau of Ships, $650,400 to $6,580,000 ; 
Bureau of Ordnance, $152,900 to $3,713,- 
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000; Bureau of Supplies and Accounts, 
$1,015,000 to $5,010,000; and Bureau of 
— and Surgery, $183,300 to $1,150,- 


“The most marked decreases in 1947 
costs are’ reflected by the reduced num- 
bers of maintenance men employed in 
navy yards and ordnance depots. The 
Bureau of Ships’ proposed figure for main- 
tenance for 1947 shows a cut from $2,790,- 
000,000 to $440,000,000, and a similar drop 
from $3,000,000,000 to $242,000,000 is 
slated for the Bureau of Ordnance. Pay, 
allowances and subsistence, an obliga- 
tion on the Bureau of Supplies and Ac- 
counts, calls for a reduction from $5,415,- 
905,344 to $1,534,109,544. Fuel costs are 
expected to be lowered from 250 million 
to 45 million dollars. The Medical Depart- 
ment shows an anticipated reduction 
from 120 million to 31 and a half million 
dollars. 

Text of the President’s statement is- 
sued in connection with the Budget fol- 
lows: 

“The President has transmitted to the Con- 
gress estimates for naval appropriations for 
the fiscal year 1947 totaling $3,725,000,000, and 
an additional $500,000,000 by transfer from the 
naval central procurement fund. Of this total 
of $4,225,000,000 the sum of $300,000,000 is to 
liquidate prior-year obligations. New con- 
tract authority of $275,000,000 is provided for 
airplanes to be delivered in 1948. 

“The recommended amount contemplates 
that the naval service will have an average 
strength during the fiscal year 1947 of 500,000 
enlisted men and a Marine Corps of 100,000 
enlisted men. Included in the recommenda- 
tion is $227,000,000 for research and develop- 
ment work, which will allow this program to 
proceed at about its present level. Provision 
is included in the estimates for an expanded 
peace-time naval reserve. The program for 
new ships and planes, however, will be great- 
ly curtailed. Construction at naval establish- 
ments is at present being reviewed to limit 
it to a minimum, in order that man power 
and material can be applied toward relieving 
the national housing shortage. 

“Appropriations recommended for the Navy 
today, together with appropriations of $134,- 
000,000 recommended Monday for the Coast 
Guard, will total slightly less than the one- 
line estimate of $4,500,000,000 submitted to 
the Congress by the President in January. 
However, net new authority to obligate under 
the present recommendations for the Navy 
and Coast Guard is about $234,000,000 above 
the amount contained for this purpose in the 
one-line estimate. 

“The net amount after rescissions . ap- 
propriated for the Navy for the fiscal year 
1946 totaled approximately $12,500,000,000, and 
in the fiscal year 1945, $25,500,000,000.”’

Request New Navy Legislation 


In response to a suggestion from the 
Navy Department that certain temporary 
authorities contained in the Navy Ap- 
propriation bills of 1946 and other years 
should be made basic and permanent leg- 
islation, Senator Walsh, Mass., chairman 
of the Senate Naval Committee and Rep- 
resentative Vinson, Ga., chairman of the 
House Naval Committee have introduced, 
respectively, S. 1917, and H.R. 5734. 

According to a letter from the Secre- 
tary of the Navy, the Hon. James V. For- 
restal, “Thé purpose of the proposed leg- 
islation is to enact into substantive law 
in proper form, provisions of a legislative 
nature appearing in the Naval Appro- 
priation Act, 1946, and related apropria- 
tion acts.” 

The bill is omnibus legislation provid- 
ing, among other things, for such differ- 
ing items as attendance at meetings of 
technical and professional organizations ; 
installation of extension telephones; 
ern rid expenditures by the Secretary 
of the Navy; employment of civilian pro- 
fessors, lecturers and instructors for the 
War College, in addition to the Naval 
Academy; the awarding of medals, 
trophies, and cash prizes to naval person- 
nel and groups for excellence in naval 
accomplishments; free issuance of uni- 
forms and equipment to the NROTC; pro- 
hibiting of dual pay to reservists; opera- 
tion of the Naval Home; and support of 
schools in localities where school facili- 
ties are inadequate.

N addressing a group of ranking United States Army, Navy, and Air Force leaders 

in Washington last Saturday, Mr. Winston Churchill gave voice to a theme 
which should be thoroughly impressed upon the American people and the members 
of Congress, i.e. the contribution to victory, and to our future military security 
of that small band of professional officers who keep the art of war alive during 
the years of peace. “That you should have been able to preserve,” Britain’s war 
leader said, “the art not only of creating mighty armies but of leading and guid- 
ing those armies upon a scale incomparably greater than anything that was pre- 
pared for or even dreamed of, constitutes a gift made by the Officer Corps of the 
United States to their nation in time of trouble, which I earnestly hope will never 
be forgotten.” In these critical days when the future of our Army, Navy, and Air 
Force is being weighed in the White House and in Congress, this lesson which our 
British ally has so lucidly pointed out, should not be lost sight of. It must be re- 
membered that the strength and caliber of the officer corps which we are now 
shaping will determine the effectiveness of our National Security for many years 
to come. It will be they who will work with industry on the current and emergency 
needs of the Armed Forces and who will work with the patriotic citizens com- 
posing the National Guard and the Reserve components of the Army, Navy, Air 
Force, Marine Corps, Coast Guard, and Merchant Marine, transmitting to them the 
results of studies in weapons and tactics and helping them in their training pro- 
grams. To retain and build up the type of officer corps our Services must have, 
two courses are necessary: (1) Inducements should be sufficiently high to attract 
and hold capable young men whose patriotism and love of the Service will be in 
competition with the lure of lucrative openings in the civilian professions and 
businesses, and (2) facilities must be provided for the highest type of peacetime 
education and training for them. In this latter connection Mr. Churchill said: “As 
far as Great Britain is concerned, I shall always urge that the tendency in the 
future should be to prolong the courses of instruction at the colleges rather than 
to abridge them; and to equip our young officers with that special technical pro- 
fessional knowledge which soldiers have a right to expect from those who can 
give them orders if necessary to go to their deaths.” To accomplish these ends, 
Congress should grant substantial pay raises, provide adequate housing for Service 
personnel and appropriate ample funds for schools, research centers, and training 
programs for the Regular peacetime forces. 


HESE are the times when a stern resolution to remain strong will pay big 

dividends in peace and security. In the present perilous and sensitive state of 
world affairs the people of the richest and potentially most powerful nation can 
not afford to display a lack of concern in their own ability to defend and protect 
themselves. To adopt a strong defense policy, to show that we do not propose to 
drift down the path of disarmament alone, will be not only the most certain way 
to protect our interests and make our voice heard in the world’s councils today 
but also the most effective way to preserve the peace. A confession of weakness on 
our part by failure to preserve some effective part of our great war-built defense 
team, could serve only to encourage aggression and attempts at aggrandizement. 
We have today no differences with Russia or any other nation which are not recon- 
cilable on a basis of a complete mutual understanding, that is a mutual understanding 
both of the full facts and issues involved at the points of differences as well as an 
understanding that the United States is determined to be strong for her own peace 
and security. To implement such a policy it is imperative that Congress carry out 
the programs Secretaries Patterson and Forrestal are urging for the making effec- 
tive of our Army, Navy, Marine Corps, and Air Force. Backing these up must be a 
continuation of the Selective Service Act for the preservation of our present forces 
and the institution of a program of universal military training with a view to 
building up a backlog of trained manpower for our Army, Navy, and Air Force. 
Thus we would put ourselves in a posture of defense that would preserve our 
peace now as well as fit us to carry out our international commitments for the 
occupation of enemy territory and the making available of armed forces required 
under the peace enforcement provisions of the United Nations Organization.

Greenland, Iceland, the Azores, Bermuda, 
Ascension Island and Brazil, excluding 
Joint U. S.-Brazil Defense Commission. 
Such functions previously have been 
charged to the Eastern Defense Com- 
mand, the European Theater, the United 
States Army Forces in the South Atlantic, 
and other theater-type commands. 

The responsibility for United States 
troops includes the economical use of mil- 
itary manpower, assistance to civil 
agencies for disposal of surplus property, 
settlement of claims of foreign nationals, 
and all administrative, fiscal, and legal 
functions of command of overseas troops 
and relations with the local governments 
of areas in which they are located in con- 
junction with State Department. 

The assignment of these functions to 
the Army Air Forces marks the first time 
War Department responsibility for over- 
Seas activities has been placed directly 
upon that branch of the service, Air Force 
officials pointed out.

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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 











> FOREIGN AFFAIRS, Insuflicient and contradictory information has made 
the Russian situation more rather than less obscure, and displays of bad temper 
have stimulated new suspicions. Within a puzzled and disturbed Senate, accord- 
ingly, there was outspoken approval of some suggestions by Senator Connally, 
chairman of the Foreign Relations Committee, offered in the course of his report 
of the London meeting of UNO. It was a calm discussion, to begin with, and 
along with its support of firmness on the part of America was a reminder that 
there must be patience, tolerance, tact, and understanding: it was in these respects 
almost an echo of the admonitory address by former Secretary of State Hull, warn- 
ing of the “unspeakable disaster” of letting the Allies drift apart, and above all 
urging patience as well as firmness with Russia. It came, however, in the midst of 
disturbing news whose gravity has made last week’s Spanish developments and 
the continued irritation with Argentina relatively insignificant. It is over Iran that 
the greatest anxiety prevails, greater by reason of the uncertainty as to what Rus- 
sia is engaged in and toward what unstated objective. It is an uncertainty: increased 
by “voluntary” withdrawal of British and Americap personnel following the Teheran 
conference, reducing the amount of substantial military information which was 
available to us up to that time and which would have been of great value to us 
in recent weeks, one more example of unilateral good nature which was inspired by 
good motives and followed by unhappy results. At the moment we know that Russia 
has not maintained her pledge of withdrawal from Iran, and has failed to explain 
that failure or expound her intentions, Of the reported movement of heavier ele- 
ments of Russian troops into those Iranian areas where they could constitute a 
threat to an absurdly weak Teheran, or to the Iraq oil fields, or to Turkey itself, no 
precise information is at hand; we do know that Secretary Byrnes’ inquiry on 
this matter has not yet been answered, either. It is Russia’s obdurate refusal in re- 
cent instances to observe the usages of friendly international relations which makes 
handling of this grave situation so difficult, and the future so uncertain. In the 
recent and too easily remembered past there are examples of broken agreements, 
refusals to explain, and “You’re another” rejoinders, with tragic consequences. It 
is our very real misfortune that the normal and most useful mechanisms for tactful 
inquiry and exchange of views between Moscow and Washington are not immediately 
at hand; at such times it is most important that the State Department be able to 
consult promptly and at length the ambassador of a foreign power, and to instruct 
our own envoy to consult that distant power’s chief of foreign affairs in the same 
manner. That is why embassies exist. Mr. Harriman, however, has returned home 
and igs not yet physically replaced at Moscow by General Smith who, as remarked 
at the time of his appointment, has peculiar fitness for this most important and 
urgent task; likewise Mr. Gromyko has long been absent from Washington. The 
recourse has been a long-range written communication, necessarily lacking the ad- 
vantage of an oral discussion adapted in its course to an obvious current need or an 
unpredictable development. That recourse is not satisfactory, and we cannot too 
soon get our normal diplomatic machinery reinstated. 

It is painfully clear that the immediate. effects of Mr. Churchill’s outspoken 
plea (at Fulton, Mo.) for closer Anglo-American cooperation were unfortunate. 
It failed to evoke from the mass of American opinion, and from an influential mass 
in Britain too, the sort of response for which he hoped. By many who agree fully 
with the arguments about a common interest between America and Britain in a 
great many respects (but most emphatically not in all) it was regarded as a 
serious blow to the prestige of the United Nations Organization which, for all its 
weaknesses, remains for a great number of this world’s people the most promising 
doorway toward an ultimately peaceful world. More serious, portions of the speech 
were instantly exploited by Russia, with “interpretations” of a sort designed to 
prove that Mr. Churchill was trying to organize a western world attack upon Soviet 
Russia—as though any Briton or American in jis senses wishes war anywhere 
today. Generalissimo Stalin emerged from his usual aloofness from interviews to 
make a blistering public attack upon Mr. Churchill and all who agree with him. 
The two most quoted journals, Pravda and Jzvestia, were angry and defiant in 
their declarations that Russia cannot be intimidated, and insistent that Russia 
is not seeking domination but “security for her frontiers.” As to this last point, 
the New York Times soberly recites in response the list of annexations to Soviet 
territory during and since “the war fought under the banner of ‘no aggrandizement, 
territorial or other’” (they total 273,947 square miles, and do not include the 
Finnish naval bases, Port Arthur, the joint ownership of Manchurian lines, or of 
course the numerous buffer state arrangements) and reasonably asks where search 
for security ends and expansion begins. The Moscow communications have not dis- 
cussed, in contrast, the security of those little nations, often friendly, whose frontiers 
march with Russia’s. There is a unilateral view only, which is most deplorable and, 
one must again observe, most likely to be encountered when inter-governmental 
communications are written at long range rather than oral and currently adaptable. 
Bluntness is a virtye when it works; the successful diplomat can tell when it will 
work, and when, on the other hand, it is best left in the cupboard for the time being. 

We should know much more about the Far Past prospects with the return of 
General George Marshall from his China embassy, for consultations at home. Pres- 
ent conditions in Manchuria are almost as unsatisfactory as those in the Middle 
East and little less obscure. The Soviet troops withdrew from Mukden so abruptly 
that the Chinese Nationalist forces were unprepared to move in quickly. How far 
northward their withdrawal will continue, and when, they fail to state. A partial 
answer has been made to our official inquiry as to justification for the looting of 
Manchurian industrial plants, the act itself being proven: the brusque explanation, 
not yet official, is understood to be that these installations were Japanese and 
hence marked for looting. There also is a reported denial that Russia seeks exclu- 
sive Russo-Chinese control of industries in Manchuria, this being the occasion of 
another State Department inquiry. Our inquiry was based upon what appears to 
be extremely clear evidence in the form of Russian “suggestion” of Russo-Chinese 
joint operation, and the need still is for an official reply which will come to grips 
with the charge based upon that explicit evidence. As has been repeatedly said, 
General Marshall’s performance in his limited yet enormously important post-war 
labors as diplomat have inspired great confidence in him in America and, apparently 
in China: his coming report upon the whole Far Bast prospect will be of profound 
interest. : 





The Argentine election returns continue to come in slowly, and continue to point 
toward the election of Colonel Peron, despite (or, some profess to believe, because 
of) the outspoken American opposition to him. The intimation is that if he is re- 
turned to office, even by an electoral process which so far has been astonishingly 
orderly and free from complaint even by the defeated parties, we will continue 
officially to disapprove of the victor, for the reasons stated so strongly and so ve 
hemently in the past. However, it will be hard to discern any occasion for con- 
gratulating ourselves upon our verbal interventions, particularly if they are proven 
unsuccessful. Virtue Triumphant is a glorious spectacle: Virtue Defeated may find 
sympathizers, but few supporters. 

Our recent tripartite advice to Spain likewise has had scant observable suc- 
cess, by the way. Sefior Franco continues to sit tight, and there are observers who 
go so far as to say he has gained in support at home, rather than lost, by reason of 
the Anglo-French-American note of public disapproval. There is no present sugges- 
tion that the statement of our disapproval is to be followed by action: our larger 
anxieties lie at the other end of the Mediterranean. 


> AIR ROTC. As the presence of Air Force representatives on the special War 
Department committee now making a complete study of the ROTC with the aim of 
formulating policies for the post war organization would indicate, plans are being 
made for an Air branch of ROTC. 

In all probability no official announcement of such plans will be made until the 
complete ROTC plan is formulated. Ten branches of service were represented in 
prewar units—Cavalry, Field Artillery, Coast Artillery, Ordnance, Engineers, Signal 
Corps, Chemical Warfare Service, Quartermaster Corps and Medical Corps. 

With the emphasis currently being placed upon the Reserve and National Guard 
Air Arm it is only in line with general policy that ROTC units will be established at 
a number of schools and colleges to aid in supplying the officer material which this 
still growing branch will require. 


> MARINE CORPS. Col. Evans F. Carlson has been ordered home to San Diego to 
await retirement orders. 

Enlisted Marines transferred for separation need no longer carry pack and mess 
gear, under a recent Marine Corps order. Commanding Officers are ordered to de- 
termine, at time of transfer, whether this equipment will be needed at the separation 
centers. If not, in order to prevent accumulation of this equipment, it will be taken 
up under provisions published last December in Letter of Instruction No. 1191. Men 
being transferred for duty will continue to retain this gear. 


> ARMY SERVICE FORCES. Quartermaster Corps — In a move designed to 
further the principle of coordinated procurement of all common items by the Army 
and Navy, the Army Quartermaster Purchasing Office in New York, in addition to 
its task of buying textiles and clothing, has officially taken over the procurement 
functions of the Jersey City Quartermaster Depot. 

The entire Procurement Division of the Jersey City installation will be moved to 
the Army-Navy Purchasing Offices at 111 East 16th Street and will involve the trans- 
fer of about 500 military and civilian personnel to the command of Col. Thomas W. 
Jones, Commanding Officer of QMPO in New York. 

All branches of the Jersey City Procurement Division, of which Lt. Col. James 
V. Demarest is the Director, will be brought to New York. These include Buying and 
Production, Legal, Contract Termination, and Procurement Services. 

Col. John N. Gage, who has been in the Army for over two decades, is being re- 
tired from active service after completion of terminal leave, it was announced this 
week by Col. E. D. Ellis, Commanding Officer of the Chicago Quartermaster Depot. 

In 1933 Colonel Gage was retired from the Army but was recalled by the War 
Department in 1941 to lend his administrative abilities to the Subsistence Research 
and Development Laboratory, located at the Chicago Quartermaster Depot. More 
and more responsibilities were assigned to him; he last served as Deputy Command- 
ing Officer of the Chicago Quartermaster Depot. 

The appointment of Maj. Raymond L. Springer, former Executive Officer of the 
Procurement Division, Jeffersonville Quartermaster Depot, as the Depot’s Director 
of Procurement, has been announced by Col. I. S. Dierking, Acting Commanding Offi- 
cer of the installation. Major Springer succeeds Col. Frank F. Taylor, jr., recently 
transferred to the Philadelphia Quartermaster Depot. 

Medical Corps—The Army Medical Department was praised for its “outstanding 
contribution to the advancement of psychiatry in World War II” in a statement by 
Dr. Arthur H. Ruggles, Chairman of the Committee of Neuropsychiatric Civilian 
Consultants to the Secretary of War, Maj. Gen. Norman T. Kirk, The Surgeon Gen- 
eral announced this week. 

Dr. Ruggles, who is Medical Director of Butler Hospital, Providence, Rhode 
Island, attributed the “extremely low percentage of the major mental disorders” 
(psychoses) in World War II to the Army’s “efficient and effective methods of early 
treatment of the less severe nervous disorders.” 

The statement was issued by Dr. Ruggles on behalf of the Civilian Consultants. 
The Committee, comprised of a group of the country’s outstanding psychiatrists, was 
designated by the Secretary of War to aid in safeguarding the mental health of the 
nation’s soldiers. 

At their final meeting, held in the Neuropsychiatric Consultants Division, Office 
of The Surgeon General, recommendations were made concerning more formal train- 
ing of the residency and graduate type for Medical Corps officers; approval was 
granted on a proposed consultant plan; and recommendations were made regarding 
the release to the public of the Army’s neuropsychiatric treatment film “Let There 
Be Light,” depending on further experimental work. The Consultants also endorsed 
the new neuropsychiatric nomenclature developed. by the Army. 

Fresh from investigating the effects of the atomic bomb in Japan, Col. A. W. 
Oughterson of the Army Institute of Pathology in Washington, recently medical aide 
to General MacArthur and formerly clinical professor of surgery at Yale, has been 
appointed executive vice-president as medical and scientific director of the American 
Cancer Society. 

Dental Corps—The Senate on 8 March confirmed the nomination of Col. Thomas 
Lovet Smith, DC, USA, to be assistant to the Surgeon General with the rank of 
brigadier general for a period of four years. General Smith, a graduate of the 
Southern Dental College, in Georgia, was born in Alabama in 1891. He entered the 
Army as a Dental Surgeon in 1916. General Smith was graduated from the Army 
Dental School in 1929 and from the Medical Field Service School the same year. For 
his work as Theater Dental Surgeon in the European Theatre of Operations, General 
Smith was awarded the Legion of Merit. 
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Finance Department—On 5 March, Maj. Gen. W. H. Kasten, Chief of Finance, 
presented a Meritorious Service Unit Plaque to the Office of Dependency Benefits 
for “superior achievements and outstanding devotion to duty in the accomplishment 
of especially difficult tasks.” The ceremony took place at the Office of Dependency 
Benefits in Newark, New Jersey, and the plaque was received by Col. L. H. Sims, 
Director of the Office of Dependency Benefits. 

The Office of the Chief of Finance in Washington held a formal dinner-dance at 
the Army-Navy Country Club on Friday, 8 March, the first gala affair since the cessa- 
tion of hostilities. General and Mrs. Kasten welcomed the officers and guests, the 
latter including Maj. Gen. H. K. Loughry, former Chief of Finance and now Governor 
of the U. S. Soldiers Home. Excellent planning by a committee composed of Col. E. 
M. Foster, Col. D. T. Nelson, Col. J. B. Haley, Capt. L. V. Holly, Capt. J. D. Massey, 
Capt. R. A. Raichlen and Capt. E. C. Shewbridge contributed greatly toward the 
success of the party.

Ordnance Department—One million pounds of unserviceable smokeless powder 
which War Assets Corporation has been unable to sell will be disposed of at the Sun- 
flower Ordnance Plant, Lawrence, Kansas, on 18 March. Since it costs as much to 
store this unusable powder as it does good powder and the storage space it occupies 
is needed for war reserves, the cheapest and safest way to dispose of the stock is to 
burn it in open fields under careful supervision. 

Signal Corps—The Army Signal Corps is now in the process of dismantling the 
greatest unified communication system ever developed, Maj. Gen. F. E. Stoner, as- 
sistant Chief Signal Officer, told members of the American Signal Corps Association 
at a meeting in New York. This communications system, General Stoner said, included 
radio, telegraph, telephone, and submarine cable networks aggregating 800,000 circuit 
miles, with a traffic-handling capacity of about 100 million words per day. | 

“I think it would be a national blunder,” General Stoner said, “if this great 
military communications system with its many modern developments were tossed 
aside and we reverted to the position we were in before the war.” 

In a recent ceremony at the Squier Signal Laboratory, Ft. Monmouth, N. J., the 
New Equipment Introductory Detachment of the Signal Corps Engineering Labora- 
tories has been presented a Meritorious Service Unit Plaque for important work ac- 
complished during the war. 

The Chicago Signal Depot, a Signal Corps supply installation, will be moved 
from Chicago to Decatur, IIl., it was announced by Kenneth C. Royall, Under Secre- 
tary of War. 

Signal Corps engineers have developed a new type of alternating-current gen- 
erator that is much lighter in weight and more efficient in operation than previous 
corresponding equipment. The new generator, designed by William Kober, of the 
Signal Corps Engineering Laboratories, utilizes a special type of permanent magnet 
made of Alnico-V for the rotating field. The machine is simple in construction, virtu- 
ally trouble-proof, and eliminates the need of an exciter, brushes, slip-rings, and all 
movable parts other than the rotor. There is no wiring on the rotor and the current 
is drawn from the stator windings. 

Corps of Chaplains—Chaplain (Col.) Patrick J. Ryan, former Chaplain of the 
Fifth Army in Italy, has been designated Deputy Chief of Chaplains, United States 
Army, effective 1 April. ‘ 

A native of Litchfield, Minn., Chaplain Ryan succeeds Chaplain (Brig. Gen.) 
William D. Cleary, who goes on terminal leave 1 April. Since returning from Italy 
in July, 1945, Chaplain Ryan has served as Officer in Charge, Planning and Training 
Division, of the Office of the Chief of Chaplains, Chaplain Ryan, son of Mrs. Hannah 
Ryan of- Washington, D. C., has served on active duty with the Chaplain Corps since 
1928 and has been decorated by four nations. He holds the Legion of Merit, Bronze 
Star; Medal of War (Brazil), Order of Crown (Italy) ; Bronze Medal of Valor with 
Star (Italy) ; and the Order of British Empire. 

Chaplain Ryan received the Medal of War from Brazil for organizing that 
country’s first chaplain corps. He organized along similar lines used in the United 
States Army. 

Chaplain Ryan was graduated with a B. A. degree from St. Thomas College, St. 
Paul, Minnesota, in 1923. He received the S.T.B. degree from St. Paul Seminary in 
1927 and during 1927 and 1928 was priest at St. Helena’s Parish in Minneapolis, 
Minnesota. In October, 1928, he began active duty as an Army Chaplain. 

Chaplain (Col.) Harry C. Fraser, Officer-in-Charge, Technical Information Divi- 
sion, was a speaker at the Annual Dinner of the Army and Navy Department, YMCA 
International Committee held at the Hotel Roosevelt, New York City, on 14 March. 
Chaplain Fraser represented the Office of the Chief of Chaplains at the Forty-fifth 
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International Convention of the YMCAs of North America at Atlantic City, N. J., 
on 15-17 March.

> NAVY PERSONNEL. Following the Bureau of Aeronautics reorganization that 
is placing top control in four flag officers, headed by Rear Adm. J. B. Sallada, the 
Bureau of Ordnance now reports the addition of Rear Admiral Willard A. Kitts III, 
newly designated Deputy and Assistant Chief. 

Vice Admiral William L. Calhoun is soon to become General Inspector of the 
Western Sea Frontier, and Rear Admiral Carleton H. Wright will bear the same re- 
sponsibilities for the Pacific Fleet and Pacific Ocean areas. 

Rear Bchelon of Joint Task Force One is soon to be formed up under Rear Adm. 
Frank J. Lowry, whose assignment as Commander of that unit has been announced. 
Command of the Naval Powder Factory, Indian Head, Md., has gone to Captain 
Byron H. Hanlon. Capt. Francis M. Carter is bound for Philadelphia, where he will 
be Director of the Naval Reserve. 


> NATIONAL GUARD. In accepting proposed troop allotments, Colorado has 
emphasized that the availability of portions of Tuckley Field near Denver for both 
air units and ground forces is vitally important. Information has been received that 
this installation, or part of it, will be declared surplus by the Army Air Forces. 
Brig. Gen. Frazer Arnokl, Adjutant General of Colorado, suggests than many ad- 
vantages would be derived from use of Buckley Field rather than the Denver 
Municipal Airport. Chief among the advantages mentioned is its remoteness from 
any civilian air activity, which would, of necessity, interfere with the training 
and operation of a tactical Air Force unit. 

Wisconsin has made several suggestions for changes in troop allotments, which 
have been submitted to the National Guard Bureau for approval. 

Brig. Gen. Ben H. Watt, Adjutant General of Indiana, has recommended to the 
Governor that the allotment of troops as made by the National Guard Bureau for 
Indiana be tentatively accepted. General Watt announces that this places at once 
the whole plan of reorganizing the Indiana National Guard in the planning stage. 
Existing armories will be used in the planning together with requests from other 
communities for the location of units in their respective cities and towns. 

Approval of the War Department’s suggested allocation of units of the 39th 
Division was announced 5 March following a conference in Alexandria, La., between 
Brig. Gen. Heber L. McAlister, Adjutant General of Arkansas, and Brig. Gen. 
Raymond H. Fleming, Adjutant General of Louisiana. These approved allocations 
will be submitted to their. respective Governors, who in turn will advise the War 
Department that its suggested allocation is acceptable. 

The Governor of Texas has accepted the troop allotment, the allotment of 
individual units to be worked out at a later date. 

Governor Vail Pitman, of Nevada, states that it is rather doubtful whether 
anything will be accomplished in regard to National Guard plans during the current 
year due to the lack of funds available. It is possible, he said, that something may 
be worked out during 1946, but the National Guard set up may have to be postponed 
until after the 1947 legislative session. 

Col. Francis A. Woolfley, Inf., has been detailed as Acting Senior Instructor, 
National Guard Headquarters Building, Jackson Barracks, New Orleans, La. En 
route he has been assigned temporary duty in Washington, D. C., where he will 
receive instructions pertaining to National Guard activities. 

Col. Paul H. French, CAC, has been detailed in the National Guard Bureau 
and assigned to the Office of the Chief of Staff for duty with the National Guard 
Bureau. 


> BUREAU OF NAVAL PERSONNEL. Reports come from the Bureau of Na- 
val Personnel that enlisted men’s rating structure is being analyzed in order that a 
naval “career” will allow advancement from striker to warrant grade, as compared 
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with striker to Chief. A new research activity, in the Enlisted Billet Analysis Divi- 
sion, is said to have been created for this study. 

Occupational skills will be studied thoroughly, and jobs requiring similar abili- 
ties, training and experience will be grouped together under one rating. The con- 
templated plan would then provide for a warrant grade at the top. 

The warrant grade of Boatswain seems to have caused some difficulty during the 
war because of Quartermasters and Signalmen advanced to that rank, but who were 
not fully familiar with deck duties they once may have performed by reason of the 
fact that most of their time before the war was spent in the bridge. 

Warrant grades will undergo revision in order that the striker who chooses to 
make the Navy his career can projectshis future beyond chief petty officer and to a 
warrant grade. The new classifications, when completed and announced, are intended 
to benefit the Navy, and benefits to the men of the service will be the greater part of 
the value of the revision.

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Gen. Spaatz Reshapes 
AAF For Future Tasks 


General Carl Spaatz, commanding gen- 
eral of the Army Air Forces, outlined this 
week the future of the AAF and an- 
nounced immediate organizational 
changes, commanders assigned, and his 
Air Staff. 

The organization has been planned, 
General Spaatz said, so that there will be 
no necessity for a change in the event that 
autonomy is granted or a single depart- 
ment of yational defense established. The 
organization plan as outlined closely par- 
allels that in effect in Europe during com- 
bat operations. 

Stating that the AAF can discharge its 
responsibilities most effectively only if 
it is granted full parity and co-equal 
status with the ground and naval services, 
General Spaatz said that the Army Air 
Forces are in unanimous agreement that 
a single department of national defense 
in which the Air Force attains parity 
with the other armed services under a uni- 
fied command is definitely desirable. 

Studies are now under way which will 
produce a plan for reorganization that 
will permit the maximum efficiency of 
operation and the greatest flexibility of 
employment, General Spaatz said. The 
announced plans will be followed by 
others along the same lines within the 
lesser units. 

Jet propulsion fighters and new-type 
conventional motor fighters will replace 
the present types. The B-29 will ultimate- 
ly be replaced with the B-36 and both the 
B-17 and B-24 are definitely on the way 
out, General Spaatz said. 

While demobilization has stripped the 
AAF of its effectiveness, General Spaatz 
said that the main weakness is in ground 
crews, there being sufficient combat crews 
and aircraft to form an efficient air arm 
even at the present time. The AAF will 
be up to fighting effectiveness by 1 Jan. 
under the present plans, General Spaatz 
said. 





Three Combat Commands 

“The Army Air Forces must contair a 
number of components within that funda- 
mental unity which characterizes its 
singleness of design and purpose of ful- 
fillment of its mission,” General Spaatz 
said. “In the new organization there will 
be three major combat commands and 
five supporting commands operating 
under Headquarters, Army Air Forces. 
No more than eight individuals will re- 
port directly to the Commanding Gen- 
eral, thereby insuring simplicity of struc- 
ture.” 

The three combat commands will be: 

The Strategic Air Command, which will 
embody the combat groups of the long 
range fighting forces. 

The Air Defense Command, which will 
be responsible for the air defense of the 
continental United States and for the co- 
ordination of the continental air units, 
including the Air National Guard and Air 
Reserve, into effective fighting forces. 

The Tactical Air Command, which will 
be charged with cooperative missions with 
the surface forces. 

Immediately under these commands 
will be the numbered Air Forces. 

“BPvery numbered Air Force now in ex- 
istence,” said General Spaatz, “will con- 
tinue in existence and fit into this plan 
in some way.” 

In addition to the three combat com- 
mands there will be (1) the Air Materiel 
Command, which will perform normal 
maintenance and supply functions as well 
as research and development, (2) the 
Training Command, which will provide 
all phases of individual training except 
the higher education carried on in the Air 
University and the unit training con- 
ducted in the three combat commands; 
(3) the Air Transport Command, which 
will provide the global systems, including 
military air transport, air signal com- 
munications, flight service, weather, res- 
cue, flying safety and aeronautical chart 
service ; and, finally, (4) and (5) the Air 
University and Air Force Proving Ground 
Command, two agencies whose functions 
will be to crystallize and to disseminate 
the latest Air Force doctrine through 





training programs and through tactical 
experimentation.

In further explaining the organization, 
General Spaatz said: 

“The Commanding General of the Army 
Air Forces ordinarily will exercise only 
administrative, training, and_ tactical 
supervision over the air units assigned 
to a theatre. Under certain conditions of 
employment of units of the Strategic Air 
Command, however, his function may be 
extended to the exercise of complete com- 
mand control, as was the case originally 
with the 20th Air Force. The objective of 
the Army Air Forces organization is, in 
the final analysis, to form the most ef- 
fective military machine possible.” 


Urges Civilian Air Head 

Charges that the Army Air Forces used 
obsolete planes and equipment because 
of the refusal of the military to accept 
new ideas were made this week by Sena- 
tor Elbert Thomas, Chairman of the Sen- 
ate Military Affairs Committee, who urged 
civilian control of research and develop- 
ment of new planes and other weapons. 

General Carl A. Spaatz, Commanding 
General Army Air Forces, denied the 
charges and stated that air weapons were 
“eminently satisfactory and definitely su- 
perior to those of the enemy or any we 
saw in the hands of the Allies.” 

Senator Thomas’s charges are con- 
tained in an article in the current issue 
of the American Magazine in which Me 
alleged that for years the Air Forces have 
given the American public a false sense 
of security by untruthful boasting. He 
advocated that the civilian group be given 
authority to accept or reject new ideas, 
to declare old weapons obsolete, and sub- 
stitute new ones. 








Limits on Overseas Ribbons 

The European, African, Middle East 
campaign medal, or ETO ribbon, will not 
be awarded for service rendered after 
8 Nov. 1945, Headquarters, U. 8S. Forces, 
European Theater, has announced. 

Personnel who arrived for permanent 
duty in the Theater on or before that date 
are eligible for the award. Personnel on 
temporary duty must have completed 30 
consecutive days, or 60 days if not con- 
secutive, in the Theater prior to 8 Nov. 
to be eligible for the award. 

American and Asiatic Pacific campaign 
medals will not be awarded for services 
rendered after 2 March 1946. 

Overseas service stripes or “Hershey” 
bars will continue to be earned in all 
theaters until further notice, the an- 
nouncement said. 


Navy Dental Board to Report 

Recommendations of the Special Board 
created to carry out provisions of Pub- 
lic Law 284, giving the Navy Dental Corps 
autonomy, are expected to be made to 
Secretary of Navy Forrestal within a 
week or ten days.
